The meeting was called to order by Mr. Hamilton the President the 
other Trustees present being Messrs Fleming, Glover, Thom, Bradley and 
Finley. The Secretary was also present.

The following resolution on the, death of the Honorable Orme Wilson 
was unanimously adopted: 

R ESOLVED : That the deep sorrow of each member of the Board of 
Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of Art on the death of Orme 
Wilson be recorded in these minutes. He was vitally interested 
in the affairs of the Gallery and served from the time of his 
election as Trustee in 1955 for eleven years. 

Mr. Wilson was elected First Vice President on January 26, 1959 and 
served in that capacity until his death. He was also a valued member 
, of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art School and was responsible 
for the addition to the collection of numerous important American 
paintings, sculpture and drawings, the acquisitions of which he made 
possible through his donations of funds; 

BE IT RESOLVED ALSO , That Mr. Wilson’s constructive advices not only 
as an Officer, but"as a Trustee of The Corcoran Gallery of Art, will 
be greatly missed in the years ahead. 

BE IT RESOLVED FURTHER , That cppies of this Resolution, paying 
tribute to his memory be transmitted to the members of Mr. Wilson’s 
family. 

The next order of business was the filling of the vacancy in the 
Board of Trustees caused by the death of Mr. Wilson. After discussion, 
it was moved by Mr. Fleming and seconded by Mr. Finley that David Lloyd 
Kreeger be elected a Trustee. Whereupon the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That David Lloyd Kreeger be and is hereby elected a 
member of the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

The next order of business related to an offer of purchase of stock 
held in the Endowment Fund.

The President advised the Trustees that the Gallery, in the Endowment 
Fund, holds 1,030 shares of Julius Garfinckel & Company common stock and 
he called to their attention that Genesco, Inc. had publicized an offer to 
purchase the common stock of Julius Garfinckel at $43.50 net to the seller.

Mr. Fleming advised the Trustees that he was a Director and Member 
of the Executive Committee of Julius Garfinckel & Company and as the 
Directors of the Company had voted unanimously to stand behind management 
and not tender their own shares, that he must disqualify himself, due to 
conflict of interest, in voting on this matter as a Trustee of the Gallery. 

After considerable discussion it was moved and seconded that the 
common stock of Julius Garfinckel & Company owned by the Gallery not be 
tendered under the Genesco offer, nor any other action in connection with 
these shares be taken at this time. All Members of the Trustees present 
voted in favor of the motion with the -exception of Mr. Fleming, who ab¬ 
stained. The motion was therefore passed.

Minutes of the meeting of 
The Coordinating Committee 
of 

The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
March 30, 1966 


Those present representing the various organizations and Administrative 
Staff of the Gallery were Mesdames Korff, Women’s Committee; Bechhoefer, The 
Friends of The Corcoran; Heck, Supervisor of Extension Services and Messrs 
Williams, Director; Madigan, Assistant Director; Walsh, The Associates; and 
Myers, The Corcoran School. 

The opening item of business was the notification by the Director that 
an architect has been selected to make a complete architectural survey of 
the physical plant of the Gallery. The name of the architect was withheld 
pending the formal announcement of the individual selected. The survey is 
to serve as an initial step in proceeding with major changes and improve¬ 
ments, such as the following: (1) Centralization of the library books which 
are now in four different locations within the building. (2) Better arrange¬ 
ment of staff office space in a closer working unity. (3) Relocation of 
Rental Gallery to less prominent position. 

A discussion followed on the need for changes to be made in the format 
and content of the regular monthly calendar of the Gallery. Mrs. Korff re¬ 
ported that she had reviewed examples of the calendars of various museums 
throughout the Eastern states and that she felt very strongly that the 
Corcoran should make vital changes in their monthly announcement. The pri¬ 
mary obstacle in this area is the high cost of printing. Many suggestions 
were rendered by the Committee and it was generally agreed upon that the 
calendar should be changed and some study be put into the possibilities for 
change. In particular the group felt that the printing of lists of new 
members should be dropped from the content of the calendars. 

There followed a report from Mrs. Korff on the progress of the Women’s 
Committee’s Annual Ball. This year the Ball will serve to open the exhibi- 
tion Past and Present which is the most complete and comprehensive showing 
of American art in the Washington Area. This year the Ball is under the 
honorary patronage of Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson. Plans and work on the Ball 
have progressed with a minimum amount of confusion and the Women's Committee 
feels that the Ball this year will be a highlight in the Washington social 
year. 


The exhibition schedule for the coming year was reviewed by the Committee 
and considerable discussion ensued concerning the proper time and schedul ng of 
next year's Ball. No decision was reached and it was generally acceptable to 
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the Committee that if the necessity arose, the month of the Ball could 
be changed to better coincide with the Gallery's exhibition schedule. 

Mr. Walsh then reported that the Associates Silver Exhibition was a 
success in that it was graciously received by the public and the members 
of the Associates who worked on the project were pleased with its outcome. 

Mr. Walsh reported further that the Associates would like a formal expres¬ 
sion from the Gallery on the ways in which they could better serve the 
Gallery and to be included in this expression an indication on the ways in 
which the Silver Exhibition could have been further developed. The Director 
agreed to this request and will, at a later date, so advise the Associates. 

Mr. Walsh also expressed the wish to meet with Mr. Selby, Curator of Educa¬ 
tion, and to discuss coordinating the children's film program with activities 
in the new children's room. Mr. Walsh will get in touch with both Mr. Selby 
and Mrs. Korff on this subject. 

Mrs. Bechhoefer reported on the progress of the forthcoming Friends 
Exhibition which will open on October 6, of this year. The main concern 
of the Friends is the element of conflict between their exhibition and the 
exhibition of kinetic sculpture which will open the following day and the 
need for more protection of the exhibition in consideration of the many 
valuable works which will have been loaned to the Friends. Mr. Madigan 
reported that the present arrangements for Gallery security was that of 
one adult to every 15 children and that this arrangement has proven most 
satisfactory. Mrs. Bechhoefer then asked if the Gallery would object to 
the Friends providing additional protection for their exhibition, particu¬ 
larly during the busiest parts of the day. Mr. Williams indicated that 
this might be a fine idea but that it would, out of necessity, come under 
the supervision and control of the Friends. 

There was extensive discussion on coordination of Gallery events and 
the need for more assistance to Mrs. Heck in the handling of publicity. 

It was suggested that there should be an additional staff member working 
on public relations and the scheduling and coordination of Gallery dates 
and events. The consensus of the discussion was that a new assistant should, 
be employed with salary to be guaranteed by the three volunteer organizations 
of the Gallery, the Friends, the Associates and the Women's Committee. 

Mr. Williams thought the Gallery also could help financially, if necessary. 

The members of the Committee representing the Corcoran's three volunteer 
groups were requested to report back to their organizations on this subject 
and to find out what interest there was in this idea. It was noted that an 
additional staff member would make it possible to handle all public relations 
centrally at the Gallery instead of employing outside public relations agencies. 
More careful control of scheduling and publicity releases would strengthen the 
Gallery press coverage. 

A volunteer committee on publicity drawn from members of the three 
groups represented at the meeting would be welcomed by the staff. 

The Committee discussed the need for further growth in the membership 
of the Corcoran. The suggestion was made that an advising committee be 
formed on Membership to work closely with the Membership Secretary. This 
committee, like the one suggested on publicity, should be available to help 
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not only with promotional ideas but in various clerical assignments. Each 
group was again asked to report back to their organization for authorization 
to implement this plan. 

Eugene E. Myers, the newly appointed Dean of The Corcoran School of Art, 
reported briefly on the plans of the School for the coming year. Dean Myers 
suggested plans for an exchange program with a European art school in which 
some of our students and professors would spend some time in Europe studying 
under well known European painters, sculptors, etc. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 3:45 p.m.

3. SALES FROM CONTEMPORARY EXHIBITIONS 


None of the exhibitions of that type produced sales during the 
period covered by this report. However, the James Twitty one-man 
exhibition which opened on March 29th may do so before it closes 
on April 24th. 











4. PUBLICITY 


The large I rvfcernationaI exhibition: Yugoslavia: Contemporary 
Trends received maximum publicity in the local and national 
press as well as on Television. The Washington Post ran 
articles on January 1,8 and 9 as well as an editorial on 
January 7th, The Evening Star reviewed the exhibition on 
January 9 and the New York Times did so on January 30. 

Newsweek had a feature on the exhibition on February 7 and 
The New Republic on February 12. In addition to that, NBC-TV 
had a program on the exhibition on January 7 and WMAL-TV on 
January I I. 

An extensive article on the George L.K. Morris Exhibition with 
several reproductions was carried by the Christian Science 
Monitor on January 5th, although this exhibition had been at 
The Corcoran in May 1965. 

Other exhibitions that were well covered by the press were: 

Op and Pop in Fabric which the Evening Star mentioned on 
January 19,22 and 30 and the Washington Post on January 21, 

23 and 24 with color reproduct ions of several of the banners 
in the Show Section of that paper on January 30. The 
Washington Daily News and the Georgetowner had articles on 
this exhibition on January 21 and 20 respectively. 

An exhibition of Alexandria, Georgetown and Washington Silver 
was we I I received by the local press where the Georgetowner 
had notices and photographs on January 20 and February 3, the 
Evening Star on February 3 and 4 with a picture story in that 
paper's Sunday Magazine on February 6 and the Washington Post 
mentioned it on February 4 and revived it on February 13. 

Good coverage was also given the Gallery's conservator, Mr. 
Russell Quandt in the Sunday Star on February 6 and the 
extensive restoration of the Rembrandt Pea Ie painting: 
Washington before Yorktown was dealt with extensively by both 
the Evening Star and the Washington Post on February I I. 
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The Baziotes Memorial Exhibition was reviewed by both major 
papers on March 13th and activities in the Renta 1 Gallery 
were mentioned in an illustrated story in the Sunday Star 
on March 20 and in the Washington Post on March 22 and 23.
